The Jerrey City Ratiroad Accident Pat Upon 

P ‘ the Dispatcher, 

vFREEY Uity, N. J., October 19.—Tho 4 
Pratt, the telegraph operator at come 
arrested this morning, charged with having 
been the cause of the accidént on the Meadows 
last Dight. Pratt; who is twenty-six years 
old, is én experienced operator. “He admits 
that he did not give the right signal. He says 
he was advised by his friends to desert, but he 
refuecd todo so. He is-held to await action 
cf the coroner’s jury. He resides at 328 Fifth 
Street, this city, with his wife and threo 
children. _ Three more bodies were discoverad 
thie morning buriod beneath the front of the 
Leheigh valley engine. They were brought 
to thie city and placed in the morgue. The 
remains were those of a woman, unknown and 
unrecognizable, and of two boys, apparently 
about ten years of age. The tracks have been 
cleared, and the trains are running on éched- 
uletime. All that remains of the wreck is 
the Leheigh valley engine, which is 
completely destroyed. It will ba dug out 
some time today. and it is thought that more 
bodies will then be founa. There have’ bson 
eight deaths in ell, and most of the wounded, 
it isthought, will die. The depot is surround- 
ed by a crowd of morbid spectators, awaiting 
the bews, and great excitement prevails here. 
The bodies at the morgue have not been 
identified, 

Sour more bodies were found this morning 
under the wrecked Lehigh Valley locomotive. 
Two urknown boys were found under the 
ost truck, one aged eight years, dressed in a 

Jack suitand stockings, and carried a silver 
watch. Theether boy was about twelve years 
of age and coatlers. Iie was dressed in black 
pents and white shirt. Anunknown woman, 
dressed in gray, head avd arms gone, remaing 
badly scorched. An unknown man, trunk 
burned toa crisp, was found five feet below 
the surface of the wreck. Four of the wounds 
cd will prebably die. 

The wrecked Leheigh Valley engine was 
raised at 9:50 p.m. Inthe mud beneath the 
boiler was found the body of a boy, apparent- 
ly about ten years ofage. He had light hair 
and was dressed ina gray suit with stockings 
ofthe same colorand a hickory shirt. Both 
legs were off below the knees. The right side 
of the face was crushed in, and the hands were 
ecalded. Beside the body was found the right 
leg of ea boy, who was presumably about 
twelve years of age. Thelimb was encased in 
a boot. The member does not correspond with 
the remaining portions of any of the bodies in 
the morgue, and it is thought another life has 
been lost. This makes a total of nine deaths.

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DELAYED RETURNS. 


MANIPULATED BY RASCALLY POL. 
ITICIANS IN OHIO, 


Who Allow Themselves to be Horrified at Occasional 
Corruption of the Ballot in the South—Aa 
Wertéle Field ior Southern Reformers 
~Sherman’s Re-election Quéstioned, 
en 


CoLumbus, October 19.—Odds are being olf- 
fered by a number of democrats thai John 
Sbermen will not be the United States sen- 
ator. This is based on the theory that there 
hes*been a canvass of the new membors made, 
end information elicited thet there are several 
republican members who will ‘not support 
Sherman in case the legislature is republican. 
The cutward claims from each headquarters 
at this point now are thet they will each have 
three mejority on joint ballot, conceding that 
that the democrats will have Hamilton county 
tolid. “This county, with the Hardin and 
Montgomery senatorial district, are the ones 
cn which interest just at present is centered. 

The official count of this county was con- 
tinued today. Inthe 13th ward, the original 
votestocd: Republicans 503 on the head of the 
ticket and 203 for democrats. Three hundred 
tallies had been added to the full damocratic 
ticket, with the exception of Atherton for -su- 
preme judge, who had been given 200. This 
made the total vote little over 1,000, about 300 
more votes than gre in the precinct. The board 


decided to count the votes of the precinct as re- 
turned. This will elect about the entire dem- 
cratic county ticket, and Taylor, republican, 
for legisJature by 45 votes. Myers and Young, 
democrate, for representatives, will be de- 
fi sted. 

CoLtumEvs,O.—Later—Clerk Joyce,democrat, 
announced that there appeared on the face 
of the returns from precinct “A,” 13th ward, 
a bold fraud, which had been consummated 
since Saturday evening by some person who 
hed secured the tally sheet and made the ad- 
dition of three hunndred votesto the amount 
of each demccratic candidate. He would 
neither sign the abstract nor issue certificates 
to any candidates, unless those three hundred 
were frat deducted from the totals on the 
demccratic ticket. Watt- Martin, another 
member of the board, spoke in a similar 
strain. 

Justice Fritzey, third member, said they 
were then unan:mous on that point. 

The 300 fraudulent votes which had been 
tallied up, were ceducted, and the returns 
read as Originally returned. This will give 
Taylor, republican, about 350 plurality over 
Young, democrat, The official footings have 
rot been made, but will not vary much from 
these figures, The republicaus will have 
two ofthe three members of the legislature 
from this county. Clerk Joyce offered $200 
reward for the epprehension of the thief who 
stole and altered the tally sheet, and the com- 
missioners were requested by a meeting of 
citizeps who witnessed the count, to offer a 
reward of $500 for a similar purpose. 

THE HAMILTON COUNTY VOTE. 

Cincinnati, October 19.—The official count 
of the vote cast in Hamilton county at last 
Tuceda,’s election, was begun today. The 
republican and democratic candidates are 
repreeentea bycounsel. The returns from 
three precincts ere missing, aud «a mandamus 
for their production was issued in each case, 
It may require two or three days te complete 
the work. The case of Colonel Hudson, chiof 
of police, charged with dereliction of duty, in 
not srresting mea charged with violation of 
the registry laws, was continued till next 
Mondsy at the réquest of the state, The cases 
of the others, charged with violating the reg- 
istry laws, were also continued,to enable tieir 
sttorneys to argue demumrers, which are based 
on the unconstituticnality of the law, the 
point being that it apphes only to Cincinnati 
and Cleveland. 

While the official counts of the votes cast 
last Tuesday was geing on today, Dr. Thomp- 
sop, ofthe 18th B precinct, came in with 
Charles Regen, both judges of electious. They 
brought the missing tally sheets, wrapped up 
in a peper, Which they delivered to County 
Clerk Dalton inthat shape, instead of sealed, 
as the Jaw required. The count was adjourned 
efier four wards. had been canvassei. Tae 
discrepencies between the tally sheets 
and the official count were of 
little importance till precinct 
‘A,’ of the fourth ward, was reached. Tae 
total number of votes announced as cast in 
this precinct was 996, divided ag followa: 
Hoadly, 926; Foraker, 48; Leonard, 22. Ex- 
County Auditor Cappeller objected that, ac- 
cordirg tothe newspapers, there were but 
some 700 registered in this precinct, and if 
this were true, over 200 fraudulent ballots 
had been cast. County Clerk Daiton said he 
did not know wheriher the newspapers’ state- 
ment was correct. He had only to count the 
vote as returned, and the count was procoed- 
ed with. 

Julius Dexter, one of the most active mem- 
bers of the citizens’ committee of one hundred, 
now engaged in investigating the alleged elec- 
tion frauds at the recent election in th’'s coun- 
ty, was arrested today on the charge of perju- 
ry.

Aftar 
riding for several blocks a young woman 
who sat @ the opposite side 
croesed overand took a seat beside her. At 
Fourteenth street and Ninth ayenue Mrs. 
Bryan Jeft the ear and had walked halfa block 
before she missed her satchel. She hailed the 
next car and told the the conductor of her loss. 
The driver whipped up his horses and soon 
overtook théegar ahead, but the conductor in- 
formed her thafa young woman in a black 
drees had left the car at Sev- 
enteenth gtreet, with abasket and a small 
black valise, Mrs, Bryan reported her loss to 
Captain McElwain, of the sixteenth precinct, 
aud ret out herself to do a little detective work. 
She hunted allthe houses in West Seventeenth 
street, but without success. Friday, she made 
another attempt, and learned thata women 
answering the description of the one she sus- 
pected lived on the fifth floor of the tenement 
at No. 150 West Seventeenth street. Ascend- 
ing to the rogms she met a litile boy, who told 
her that his amma and papa had gone out. 

“Hes your mamma got asatchel?” inquired 
the amateur detective. 

‘‘No, ma’am,” responded the boy.

Bryen, as she held up a satchel, the couater- 
part of the one she had lost.- How would you 
like one like that?” 

“Ob, mamma bought one today just like 
that,” said the youngster.

‘Oh, do, Jike a nice little boy, show it to 
me and eee if it ig as nice as this one?’ pleaded 
Mrs. Bryan. The boy entered the room and 
took out the fatchel Mrs. Bryan had lefiin 
the car.

AN BARLY FIRB, 


Which Resuitein the Roasting of Several 
Persons. 


Cuicago, October 19.—The one story anda 
balf brick cottage, at No. 86 Vernon Park 
Place,owned and occupied by W. §S.Bates, 
was destroyed by fire shortly after six 
o’clock this morning, and four ef the occu- 
peas five persons and a servant girl, and all 
put two met a most horrible death. The 
alarm was sounded at 6:25, and when the fire- 
men arrived on the scenethe house wasina 
bleze. Fire Marshal Campion found Mr. 
Bates in an alley at the side of the house, sut- 
fering trom severe bruises, but able to teil the 
story of the catastrophe, wringing his hands 
in agony over the loss of his family, and suf- 
fering keenly from his own severe hurts. He 
said that at six o’clock this morning, the ser- 
vant girl started a firein the kitchen, and 
went out doors a moment later, leaving the 
dooropen. She returned in a minute or two, 
and found the kitchen ina blaze. The girl 
ran away screaming with fright, and Mr. 
Bates was aroused,rushed into the kitchen and 
tried to extinguish the lames with the hose 
attached tothe hydrant, and afterwads with 
buckets. Not succeedfng, he rushed out and 
sent thealarm. The firemen went to work on 
the blazing pile with a will, and succeeded in 
putting the fire outin about fifteen minutes. 
The entire interior of the house was gutted, 
but the walls remained intact. When the 
firemen entered the house they found the 
charred bodies of the entire family, with the 
exception of Mr. Bates. The victims were 
Mrs. Mary E. Bates, aged 35 years, John 
Bates, sged five, Edward Bates, infant, and 
Mrs. Dreylson, aged 70, mother of Mra. Bates. 
The body of Mrs. Bates was found lyiog three 
feet from the front window on the first floor 
burned toacrisp. The charred body of her 
beby was lying close by. Tae re- 
meins. of Mrs. Dreylson were found: 
up stairs. She had evidently died from suffo- 
cxtion, as the body was not much burned. 
The boy’s body was fuund in the ruins ofa 
bed. The partitions and wal's of the house 
were lined with felt, and when the flames 
once ttarted they spread all through 
the house with inconceivable rapidity. The 
charred bodies were removed to the morgue 
by the patrol wagon. The house was valued 
at $1,500,and was uninsured. Nothing was 
heard of the eervant girl after her flight. It 
is alto said that the brother of Mrs. Bates 
was lodgirg at the house, and was seen 
about the place.when the fire was in progress, 
bpt suddenly disappeared.

I puta good dealof improvement on 
the place, and then, as my health was greatly 
improved, I lessedthe land fora year and 
went out into the country with a stock of 

oods; but at the end of the vear I found my 
improvements gone and the land in as bad a 
case «8s when I bought it. Sol re#settled my- 
self here ard have remained ever since, 

‘‘] have learned what | know of farming by 
study. 1 have always kept, too, an elaborate 
journal of everything done, andof weather, 
frosts, when crops are planted, how they are 
fertilized and treated, and how they resulted. 
Every bit ot produce l ever sold I’ve got it 
down, and a record of all my cash expenses.” 

The captain and his visitor rose trom their 
seats on the piazza and walked down to the 
river. The banks are low, and in the water's 
edge grow tall marsh grasses. The land is 
cleared and cultivated to the very margin of 
the river. There are about four acres in this 
river clearing, and on this small area grows 
the hulk of the captain’s produce. 

“This wes covered with oak timber when 
I beught it,” said Captain James. “1 cut 
down the trees and dug outthe stumps. The 
soil was wet and worthless. It wouldn’t pro» 
duce anything. It was three years before l 
raised on it anything to sell chiefly, because I 
didn’t Enow how to improve it. t, you ses, 
I hit it at last!”

The captain and his visitor rose trom their 
Beats on the piazza and walked down to the 
river, The banks are low, and in the water's 
edge grow tall marsh grasses. The land is 
cleered and cultivated to the very margin of 
the river. There are about four acres in this 
river clearing, and on this small area grows 
the hulk of the captain’s produce.

The 
sale cf strawberry plants is a big item, and 
counts the same as an extra crop.” 

“Whot do these crops pay per acre?” 

“I mske from $300 to $500 an acre from 
Strawberries. And, besides that, I get from 
$5 to $6 a thousand for plants, so that 1 make 
from $250 to $400 an acre ffom sale of* plants. 
I have got more than that, but that was ex- 
ceplional.’’

Very few of 
them in the cities will support the millionaire 
at the head of therepublican ticket, Gover- 
nor Hili’s record in oflice seems to be with- 
out flaw: for all the attacks of the republi- 
Can papers relate to matters that occurred 
before Mr. Hill was called to high office, It 
is claimed tbat he was intimate with Tweed, 
when the latter was at the height of his 
power, about fifteen years ago. The attacks 
are sofrequentiy repeated that the people 
are beginning to ask why a remote period is 
selected for criticism instead o! the recent 
career of the democratic candidate, If in 
the course of the past ten years no fiaw can 
be found in his efficial life, the people will 
be apt to say that he is a man that can be 
trusted, no matter how wel! he may have 
known Tammany's dead king.

People fifty years ago were not very tolers 
ant.

Garduer Dean was pursuing a very indiscreet 
course.

As the water furnished was charged for at the 
rate of about ten cents per gallon, it will be seeu 
that the members were extravagant drinkers! and 
while here thoroughly tested both well aud Ponce 
de Leon water. The comparative size of the bills 
show that Ponce de Leon was, by far, the more 
popular drink with the members than the more 
domestic product of the well located at a private 
residence nearly opposite the state house. No 
where in the list of; items oi expenses- appears a 
cbarge for beer, £oda water, cold tea. or anything 
of that character, therefore, it may be presumed 
that the members drank nothing of 
the sert, and confined themseves strictly 
Lo well and Ponce de Leoa 
water with which to quench their thirst during 
the heated hours of the day, and the warmer 
hours of debate. 

The bill forice shows that the members were 
averse to taking water in its crude state, aud 
added ice as a means Of making it more palatable, 
lf anything else was putin the water to improye 
its taste, the character, quality and cost aves not 
appear in the bill.
